They requisitioned force fiom the ‘C’ Coy of 14 Bn., Cent' 
ral Reserve Police Force. Sub-Inspector Narayan Singh, 
Head Constable, Sarwan Singh and Constable Bachan Lai 
with five other Constables were specially deputed for the 
job. It was decided that the section under Sub-Inspector 
Narayan Singh would raid the hide-out of the undergrounds 
on the Kohiina-Dimapur road, and accordingly the party 
left at mid-nigbt, apd cordoned off the area, sealing all 
possible exist ]X)intB. The two S.H.O’s who were in that 
party look up positions near the hide-out and instructed 
Shri Narayan Singh to deploy bis section on the west of the 
particular hut, where the undergrounds were reported to be 
hiding. Shri Narayan Singh, deployed his men at a point 
fi'om v\here they could clearly observe the movement of 
undergrounds. After waiting for sometime, SHO (East) 
ffislriicted one Head Constable to knock at the door of the 
hut. He knocked at the door, but there was no response. 
However, some movements from inside the hiu were noticed 
and clatter of weapons being loaded was heard, On being 
further challenged, the door of the hut slowly opened and 
two hand grenades were lobbed from inside. The Head 
Constable who was at the entrance died instantaneously and 
one Sub-Inspector sustained injury. Sensing danger the 
undergrounds tiied to sneak out of the hut from the 
rear, but the section under the command of Shri Narayan 
Singh, foiled their attempt and kept on firing at them, re¬ 
sulting in the dcatli of three undergrounds, including SS Lt. 
Q)l. Ishoshe Serna, on the spot. Shri Sarwan Singh and 
Shri Bachan Lai kept oru firing at the fleeing undergrounds. 
On further challenge, only one female came out of the 
hut.

On the 15th October, 1985, an information was received 
that notorious Criminal Anis Mohomod and some of his 
issociatefi weie expected to visit Hotel Sun-Shiuc on Linking 
k.oad, Bandra. On getting this information, Stiri Anand 
3anpatrao Bhilarc, Sub-inspector and Shri Dilip Pandurang 
Suryawanshi, Sub-lnspcctor, together with two Police- ^ 
men and 1 Sub-Inspector of Traffic Control Branch, rushed 
to Linking Road and waited in the vicinity of Sun-Shine 
Hotel. 

At about 8.45 p. m., they noticed Anis Mohomod, along- 
with his two associates, coming towards the Hotel, The 
Police party rushed towards them. Shri Bhilare accosted 
Anis Mohomod and challenged him to surrender but he ran 
inside the compound of nearby Suvaranarckha Building to 
take cover and to attack the Police party. He lired a shot 
in the direction of Policemen. Shri Bhilarc and Shri Surya- 
wanshi in return fired one round each at Anis Mohomod 
from their service revolvers, but this had no effect 
on the criminal.

On the night of 2nd December, 1984, Bhopal was rocked 
by the greatest ever industrial disaster when the deadly 
poisonous 'Methyls Iso Cynate' (MIC) gas leaked from the 
Union Carbide India Ltd, plant and settled on sleeping popu¬ 
lation of the area. Shri Swaraj Kumar Puri, Superintendent 
of Police, Bhopal learnt about this disaster and reached the 
Police Control Room, where Sub-Inspector Keshao Pratap 
Singh Chouhan was on duty. The gas leakage was causing 
great irritation to the eyes, nausea, giddiness and difficulty 
m breathing and everybody was running away in panic irom 
the engidfed areq. Shri S. K. Puri and Shri Chouhan, with¬ 
out caring for their lives, not only remained present in 
the affected area, but also took immediate measures to pro^ 
vide transport to evacuate persons, organised immediate 
relief and other necessary measures. A large number of 
persons died around the Policy Control Room due to the 
leakage of the gas^ Despite heavy stress of the difficult 
situation, they kept their cool and courageously orgailised 
the operation putting their own lives and the lives of the 
members of their family at peril- Both the officers conti¬ 
nued to do their duty when almost everybody else ran aWay 
from the scene due to the effect of poisonous gas leakage. 
As a result of the mocess of evacuation by these officers, 
the lives of scores or persons were saved.

(3) Typewriting Test : Unless exempted from passing the 
Monthly/Ouartcrly Typewriting Test held by Ui5on Public 
Scrvlcf Commission/Secretariat Training School/Institute of 
Secretariat Training and Management (Examination Wing) / 
Subordinate Service Commission/Staff Selection Commis¬ 
sion for the purpose of confirmation in the Lower Division 
Grade, he should have passed this test on or before the 
date of notification of the examination. 

5. The decision of the Cortimission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

6 . No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Com¬ 
mission. 

7. A candidate who is or has been declared by Cbmmis- 
iion to be guilty of^— 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any 
means, or ■ 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersofiation by any person, or 

fiv) submitting fabricated documents or documents 
which have been tampered with, or 

fv) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with bis candidature for tbd e'ka- 
minatlon, or 


(vii) using unfair meanA In the examination hall, or 
(viil) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

(ix) attempting to commit or, as the case may be 
abetting the Commission of all or any of the acts 
specified in the foregoing clauses may, in addition 
to rendering himself liable to criminal prosecu¬ 
tion, be liable :— 

(a) to be disqualified by the Commission from the 
examination for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred cither permanently or for a speci¬ 
fied period : 

(i) by the Commission from any examination or 
Selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Ciovernment from any employ¬ 
ment under them; and 

(c) to disciplinary action under the appropriate lules. 

8, Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may be field by 
the Commission to be a conduct which would disqualify 
him tor admission to the examination. 

9, Candidates must pay the prescribed fee except those 
who are claiming fee concession in terms of provisions in 

, the Commission's notice. 

10, After the examination, the candidates will be arrang¬ 
ed by the Commission in five separate lists in the order 
of merit as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally award¬ 
ed to each candidate and in that order so many candidates 
as are found by the Commission to be qualified by the 
examination shall be recommended for inclusion in the 
Select List for the Upper Division Grade upto the required 
number; 

Provided that the candidate belonging to any of the 
Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent 
the number of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes can not be filled on the basis of tho 
general standard, be recommended by the Commission by 
a relaxed standard to make up the deficiency in the 
reserved quota, subject to the fitness of these candidates, 
for inclusion in the Select List for the Upper Division 
Grade irrespective of their ranks in the or<lcr of merit at 
the examination. 

Note —Candidates should clearly understand that this is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. 
The number of persons to be included in the 
Select List for the U^P^r Division Gmdc on the 
results of the examination is entirely, within the 
competence of Government to decide. No ca“ 
didatc will, therefore, have any claim for inefi 
sion in the Select List on the basis of his pe 
formance in his examination, as a matter < 
right. 

11. The form and manner of communication of tl 
result of the examination to individual candidates shall t 
decided by the Cbmmission in its discretion and the Con. 
mission will not enter into correspondence ^with them re¬ 
garding the result. 

12. Success in the examination confers no right to selcC' 
tlon unless the cadre authority is satisfied, after such en¬ 
quiry as may be considered necessary, that the candidate 
having regard to his conduct* in service, is suitable in all 
respects for selection ; 

Provided that the decision as to whether a particular 
candidate recommended for selection bv the Commission is 
not suitable shall be taken in consultation with the Deparb 
ment of Personnel & Training. 

13. A candidate who aftc rapplying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at It, resits his m^noint- 
ment in tho Central Secretariat Clerical Service/Railway 
Board Secretariat Ocrical Service/Election Comrnission / 
Department of Tourism (Headquarters Estt) /Central Vigi- 
his connection with it, or whose services arc termmated by 
bis connection with it* or Whose services are terminated bv 
thi Department or, who is appointed to an eX-cadre post 
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or to another Service on ‘tranifcr* and dooi not have a lien 
in the Lower Diviiioh fOrnde of the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service/Railway Board Secretariat Clerical Service/ 
Election Commission/Department of Tourism (Headquarter* 
Efltt)/Central Vigilance Commission will not be eligible for 
appointment on the results of this examination. 

This however, does not apply to a Lower Division Clerk 
who has been appointed on deputation to an ex<adre post 
with the approval of the competent authority.

SYLLABUS OF EXAMINATION 

1. Essay and Precis Writing: 

(a) Essay—An essay to bo written on one of the 

several specified subjects. • 

(b) Precis Writing—Passages will usually be set for 
summary or precis. 

2. Noting and Drafting and Office Procedures—The paper 
of Noting and Drafting and Office Procedure will be de¬ 
signed to test the candidates knowledge of Office Procedure 
in the Secretariat and Attached Offices and generally their 
ability to write and understand notes and drafts. 

Candidates belonging to Central Secretariat CTlerical Ser¬ 
vice. Department of Tourism (Headquarters Estt.) and 
Central VlgUanco Ckimmission are required to study the 
Manual of Office Procedure Notes on Office Procedure 
issued by the Institute of Secretariat Training and Manage¬ 
ment—the Rules of Procedure and Conduct of Business in 
the Lok Sabha and the Raiya Sabha and the Hand Book 
of Orders issued bv the Ministry of Home Affairs regard¬ 
ing use of Hindi for Official purposes of the Union for 
this purpose. 

Candidates belonging to Railway Board ,Secretariat Cleri¬ 
cal Services are required to stndv the Manual of Office 

Procedure issued bv the Railway Board and the Rules of 
Procedure and Conduct of Business in the Lok Sabha and 
the Raiva Sabha and the Hand Book of Orders issued by 
the Ministry of Home Affairs regarding use of Hindi Jfor 
official purposes of the Union and the Indian Railways 
Compendiurn of Orders regarding use of Official Language 
for this purpose. 

Candidates belonging to Election Commission of India 

are required to study the Manual of Offle^' Procedure, 

Notes on Office Procedure issued bv the Institute of Secre¬ 
tariat Training and Management and the Hand Book of

3. General Knowledge—^The paper on General Know¬ 
ledge will b^ intended inter alia to. test the candidates 
knowl^^dge of Indian Geogranby as well as the country’s 
administration as also Intellipent awareness of current 
affairs both nation and internation which an educated 
person may be expected to have. CandidateS^ answers are 
expected to show their infelli cent imderstandinff of the 
questions and not detailed knowledge of any text book, 
reports etc. 
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
